Faculty of Business Administration 
and Commerce: Award for 
Excellence in Teaching 


The Faculty of Business Adminis- 
tration and Commerce has selected 
Christian T.L. Janssen as the first 
recipient of the J.D. Muir Award 
for Distinguished Teaching. 
Named after J. Douglas Muir, a 
former faculty member and Dean- 
elect who passed away in 1976, 
the award will be given annually 
to “the professor who exhibits 
consistently superior performance, 
both in the classroom and in 
command of the subject matter; 
a concern for student develop- 
ment both in and outside the 
classroom; and an interest in 
developing new courses and 
improving the content and 
organization of existing courses 
and in helping colleagues improve 
their courses and teaching.” 

Dr. Janssen is Professor in the 
Department of Finance and 


Management Science, and a 
former Associate Dean of the 
Faculty. His field of interest is 
probability, statistics, finance and 
mathematical decision models. He 
is the author or co-author of some 
twenty-five journal articles. He 
holds BA and MBA degrees from 
the University of Gothenburg, 
Sweden, and a PhD from Cornell 
University. 

The first award this year was 
given to Dr. Janssen in recog- 
notion of his outstanding contri- 
bution over more than a decade 
of dedicated teaching at The 
University of Alberta and, earlier, 
at Cornell University. His com- 
mitment and his ability to 
motivate students, as well as his 
major role in the design of the 
Bachelor of Commerce program 
introduced in 1970 were cited. 1

The comments and 
suggestions of members of the 
Executive Committee (of GFC) 
have also been considered and 
in most cases incorporated into 
this report. It is our proposal that 
this University continue to 
have University Professors and 
to make such appointments in 
keeping with the guidelines and 
criteria recommended.”

versity Professorships, a report 
that put the capper on an issue 
that has been under review for 
the past five years.

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service to the University. Any 
individual appointed to a full-time 
academic position without term at 
the University may be appointed a 
University Professor and, while no 
optimum number of Professors is 
seen, it is expected that the ranks 
will be small given the very high 
standards required for the appoint- 
ment. 

The report calls for a standing 
selection committee to be elected 
by GFC to review nominations 
and to make recommendations. 
Appointments are to be recom- 
mended by the Committee to the 
President. 


Advance Registration 
It was determined that advance 


registration will continue as 
presently constituted, that an 
attempt will be made to increase 
the use of advance registration 
by continuing students, and that 
only students continuing in the 
same Faculty be eligible to par- 
ticipate in advance registration. 
Furthermore, advance registration 
for winter sessions will begin in 
mid-March and last for at least 
four weeks (the current state of 
the art) but not extend beyond 
1 June.

Noted French Author 


Visits Campus 


One of the largest audiences ever 
to attend a French lecture on the 
main campus of this University 
came recently to hear novelist 
Alain Robbe-Grillet discuss the 
French novel from Balzac to 
Camus. 

Best known in North America 
for his screenplay of Last Year at 
Marienbad (1961), Mr. Robbe- 
Grillet has been a leading author 
of the nouveau roman (new 
novel) in France. His works 
include La Jalousie, Les Gommes 
Le Voyeur, and Dans le 
Labyrinthe, works which caused 
considerable controversy because 
of their refusal to conform to 
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traditional modes of writing. 

Mr. Robbe-Grillet’s novels avoid 
moral judgments, stating that “the 
world is neither significant nor 
absurd, it simply is.” To the 
novelist, “our concept of the 
world around us is now only 
fragmentary, temporary, contra- 
dictory even, and always disput- 
able. How can a work of art 
presume to illustrate a pre- 
ordained concept, whatever it 
might be?”

Day Care Kids and Students 


Help Each Other 


Since last September, children 
enrolled in the Students’ Union 
and Community Day Care and 
students registered in the Depart- 
ment of Elementary Education’s 
Children’s Art Program have been 
helping each other out in an 

“Art Lab” every Thursday. Under 
the direction of Associate Profes- 
sor Pat Rafferty, the children 
(thirty-two of them in the three to 
four years old age group) have 
been provided with purposeful art 
experiences. The experiences, 
according to Professor Rafferty 
and Marian Warwick, Director of 
the Day Care, are “integrated 
with constructive involvement in 
a personal sensing of a broad 
range of ideas developed in 
science, movement, social studies, 
and language education.” 

“To see our children perform 
well outside the normal environ- 
ment of the centre and working 
with students who recognize, as 
we do, that Art is an experience 
with emphasis on personal satis- 
faction, is an integral part of the 
developmental process, rather than 
the productive result,” says Marian 


Warwick. “Yet, we do acknowl- 
edge the ‘work’ of our children 
when building self-esteem— 
sensory involvement, hand-eye 
coordination, color concepts, 
shading and mixing and move- 
ment are some of the aspects 
learned through this medium.” 

Apart from the evident bene- 
fits to the children in the Students’ 
Union and Community Day Care, 
there are also very clear rewards 
for the Elementary Education 
students involved in the program. 
They, according to Professor 
Rafferty, gain an opportunity to 
develop teaching strategies in 
art education. To prepare for 
their role in the “Art Lab” 
program, the students engage in 
art studio workshops and in 
seminars. Some of the students 
working with the young children 
are classroom teachers who have 
returned to the University for 
further development. 

The “Art Program” is an 
integral part of ED Cl 336, a 
course that will be offered in 
1982-83.
